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The 1948 Football Season

With a new split T formation, Coach Lonnie McMil- 
lian and staff started the 1948 grid grind with 50 candi- 
dates on September 1. After two and a half weeks of 
pre-season play, the squad was trimmed down to 30, 
with another 20 players comprising the junior varsity. 

Fate siruck soon in the Stocking camp, when Watt 
Stewart, cited by Coach McMillian as one of the best 
backfield prospects in years, sutfered a broken ankle. 

Coach MeMillian, rather optimistic this year, predict- 
ed a fair season for his gridsters. He, however, admit- 
ted to being rather surprised himself at some of the feats 
the 1948 Hosemen puiled. 

The undefeated Clemson Tigers, Presbyterian’s tra- 
ditional foe, showed little mercy in running up a 53-0 
count over the Hosemen in their first encounter of the 
season unger the newly installed are lighting system at 
Memorial stadium in Clemson. 

In their second appearance, the Blue Hose eleven col- 
lected a little back rent due them from The Citadel for 
the past few seasons when the Bulldogs scrapped by with 
close wins. Though scoring only once, making the final 
score, 7-0, the Presbyterians rolled up 115 yards rush- 
ing to a mere 15 for the Kaydets. This was rated one of 
the biggest upsets in the state. 

With several hundred alumni returning to the cam- 
pus for Homecoming day festivities, the Stockings pulled 
another surprise in state circles by sinking the Erskine 
Flying Fleet 14-0 on Johnson field. This win marked the 
twenty-sixth victory a P. C. grid power has posted over 
an Erskine eleven in 30 years of rivalry. 

The next week Coach Mac saw his team outclassed 
35-0 by the University of Chattanooga, who previously 
dropped a thriller to Georgia by a six-point margin. The 
game was played on Shuford field in Chattanooga, Tenn. 

After the trip north the Hosemen boarded the bus 
for their annual game in the Sunshine state. There they 
bagged their third upset win of the season, feathering the 
Rollins Tars 19-6. 

On the road again for the third straight game, the 
Macmen focused their attention on a possible Tanger- 
ine bowl bid when they invaded Salisbury, N. C., for an 
important “Date at Eight” with potentially strong Cataw- 
ba, North State conference rulers for the past seven 
years. Bowl] dreams faded, however, as the Indians staged 
a 21-6 scalping party over the Hose. 

The next game at Spartanburg brought P.C. and 
Wofford together to vie for the Little Four crown. Wof- 
ford, the tieingest team in the nation, had downed the 
Newberry Indians, 12-0, while the Hosemen had stopped 
the Erskine Fleet in conference competition. 

On the rain-soaked field, a pass interception, a 
dropped punt, and a blocked punt paved the way for 
a 15-6 Terrier victory, after the Hose statistically spanked 
the Methodist with 11 first downs to a meager four for 
the winners. The lone P.C. tally came after a 78-yard 
run by Blake Watts, Hose sophomore halfback. 

In their second home game the Blue Hose re-blocked 
the Stetson Hatters 19-6, with most of the Hose plays be- 
ing kept under wraps for the following game, the P.C.- 
Newberry Thanksgiving classic. 

Then the lid came off when Coach Billy Laval 
brought his victory-starved Redskins to Clinton for the 
Bronze Derby auction. Reeling off five long TD runs 
and driving for two more, the Stockings had no trouble 
in swamping the Indians, 34-year-old rivals, 40-7. The 
Newberry score came in the final frame when a miscued 
Hose punt bounded out on P.C.’s 16-yard marker. One 
of Hank Witt’s aerials placed the pigskins on the one, 
where an Indian back edged over from there. 

This victory, the most prized on the Hose agenda, 
again gave the Presbyterians possession of the coveted 
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P.CGiun

Lou Brissie is P. C.’s most famous baseball player of 
the present day. 

He is a native South Carolinian, born in Anderson 
but living most of his life in Ware Shoals. Leland Victor 
Brissie, 24, pitched for the Ware Shoals Riegels before 
the war. 

Last vear he was classified as the ‘““most courageous 
athlete ot 1947” by the Philadelphia chapter of the A- 
merica Baseball Writers association, wnen he won 23 and 
lost 5 games for the Savannan Indians. 


During the past summer the eyes oi the baseball 
world were on Lou Brissie as he opened his first season 
in the big Jeague with the Philadelphia Athletics. Connie 
Mack, the A’s manager, has said that the Ware Shoals 
lad is potentially a greater pitcher than Lefty Grove. To 
the fans this means something. But still more is the fact 
that because Brissie, a wounded war veteran who sur- 
vived 17 schrapnel wounds suffered in Italy early in 
World War II and has undergone 23 operations, has had 
the courage to plead with the prysicians not to amputate 
his left leg so that he can play baseball. He won 14 and 
pee oe during the season and has a contract with the A’s 
or : 

In 1941, Brissie began his college training at P.C. He 
was here until April 1943 when he entered the service. 
Since his return to civilian life and baseball he still wants 
to get his sheepskin. So, he has been commuting to Ers- 
kine college at Due West. 


Lou has received many honors the past two years. 


He is deeply appreciative and says, “I haven’t done any- 
thing to deserve all these kindnesses.” 

On April 16, 1944, Brissie married Dorothy Morton 
and now they have a daughter, Vicki, who will be three 
years old April 8.
